INFECTIOUS 
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There  appears  to  be  a  great  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease.  This  increase  is  more  apparent  than  real. 
During  the  year  Measles,  WThooping  Cough,  and  Chicken  Pox  were  made 
notifiable.  It  will  be  seen  that  these  three  form  about  two  thirds 
of  the  total  number  notified. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 


An  extensive  immunisation  of  children  to  diphtheria  was 
carried  out  during  the  year.  In  this  I  was  greatly  assisted  by 
about  six  voluntary  nurses  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve.  Close  on 
two  hundred  children  have  been  protected  by  this  simple  procedure. 
Three  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year.  None  of  these 
was  a  "protected12  individual. 

FEVER  HOSPITAL  ARRANGEMENTS 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  were  admitted  to  the  West 
Hartlepool  Isolation  Hospital.  Middlesbrough  Corporation  have 
agreed  to  admit  to  their  Smallpox  Hospital  such  cases  as  may  require 
admission.  Tuberculosis,  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare,  and  Treatment 
Centres  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 

A  district  Nurse  is  stationed  at  Greatham.  She  ministers 
to  an  area  stretching  from  Wolviston  to  C-raythorp.  She  is  employed 
by  a  voluntary  Nursing  Association  which  is  helped  financially  by 
the  County  Council.  A  similar  body  maintains  a  Nurse  at  Hart. 

Her  area  comprises  Elwick,  Stotfold,  Dalton  Piercy  and  Hart. 

MI  DV:  IVES 

Both  Nurses  are  Certified  Midwives,  and  they  are  the 
only  midwives  in  the  district. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Pathological  specimens  are  examined  by  and  recported  on 
by  the  staff  of  the  Armstrong  College  of  Medicine, 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

Fever  Cases  are  removed  to  hospital  at  the  Council’ s 
expense.  Other  cases  must  find  their  own  means  of  transport.  We 

have  now,  however,  an  A.R.P.  Ambulance  stationed  at  Greatham,  The 

Ministry  have  given  permission  for  It  to  be  used  In  "non  warfare'1 
cases  should  the  delay  in  obtaining  a  private  ambulance  be 
prejudicial  to  the  patient. 

AIR  RAID  CASUALTY  SERVICES 

The  supervisions  of  these  ha  s  had  my  constant  attention 
during  the  year. 

We  have  four  First  Aid  Points  and  a  First  Add  Party 
Depot  in  the  District  all  staffed  by  volunteers. 

These  'volunteers  are  all  keen  and  capable.  In  the  one 
"Incident"  which  we  had,  the  First  Aid  Point  functioned  admirably 
and  the  evacuation  of  the  temporary  homeless  was  carried  out 
promptly  by  the  ambulance  services  from  West  Hartlepool .

We  ha  ve  alscr  an  Ambulance  Depot  with  a  staff  of  two 
paid  females.  A  Mobile  First  Aid  Post  is  a  Iso  available  In  the 
event  of  a  serious-  "incident"  such  as  would  be  beyond  th.e 
facilities  of  our  own  volunteer  personnel.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Seventh  Annual 
Report  upon  the  Sanitary  administration  in  the  Rural  District. 

S.'JTITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

AW.TER  SUPPLY  -  With  few  exceptions,  water  is  supplied  throughout 
the  area  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board,  and  the  Hartlepool  Gas  & 
Water  Co. ,  and  these  supplies  have  been  unrestricted  and  of  good 
quality.  Samples  are  periodically  taken  and  analysed. 

No  shortage  of  water  occurred  during  the  year  in  the 
villages  of  Dalton  Piercy  and  Elwick  whose  supply  is  derived  from 
the  village  pump. 

DRAINS  &  SEWERS 


Those  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  district. 

No  extensive  repairs  have  been  required. 

Periodical  flushing  to  the  sewers  at  Egglescliff e,  Preston 
and  Greatham  have  been  carried  out,  and  no  serious  stoppages  have 
occured. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 

The  sewage  works  at  T'"hitton  and  Carlton  have  worked 
sati sf actor ily. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  private 
contract.  The  contract  stipulates  weekly  collections  of  refuse 
from  the  premise sprovided  with  ashbins  and  ashpans  and  fortnightly 
collections  in  all  other  cases. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for  bettor  scavenging  arrangements 
preferably  by  'direct  labour.
